Robert Royce Malgrem is all about brunch— he just doesn’t go out to eat it. 

About a year ago, the Wicker Park resident and his friends decided to ditch the 
weekly brunch routine and take the meal preparation into their own hands. 

“{We} go to a friend’s apartment and cook, drink and just hang out,” Malgrem, 28, 
said. “It’s definitely a lot cheaper, easier and more fun.” 

With Easter only a week away many Chicago residents will be celebrating one of 
brunch’s prime holidays with friends and family at home to save money experience a 
more intimate environment or just to try something different. 

If the brunch at home concept sounds like fun, we’ve got some good news. 

RedEye talked some local chefs into sharing a few of their own favorite brunch recipes 
that you can recreate at home next weekend. We’ve got cocktails, main dishes and sides 
for all skill levels of DIY chef All meals should serve about four.

OVER EASY 

Don’t have any more than 15 minutes to throw something together but want to keep brunch 
classy? Bob and Gina Hartwig, owners of Lovely bake shop in West Town and Bakin’ & Eggs in 
Lakeview, recommend this goat cheese and sundried tomato frittata. Bob Hartwig suggests 
complementing the meal with muffins, scones, breakfast tarts or croissants. 

ESTIMATED COST ESTIMATED PREP TIME 

Cocktails: $7-$10, Frittata: $7, Pastries: $5-$15 10 to 15 minutes 

COCKTAI L Mango, orange and mint mimosa Makes 4-6 drinks 

INGREDIENTS 

» Mango puree/juice » Fresh-squeezed orange » Mint leaves 

(not from concentrate) juice » Vanilla extract 

DIRECTIONS 

»lf using fresh mango, begin by blending with the orange juice until smooth. 

» Stack large mint leaves on top of one another, roll them up and cut them into thin strips. 

» Add mint and vanilla to mango/orange juice mix and adjust until flavor is as you like. This can 
be done several days ahead for optimal flavor depth. Chill until ready to serve in a pitcher. 

» Pour juice mix and champagne as desired into champagne flute. 

» Garnish with additional fresh mint if you choose. 


MAIN DISH Sundried tomato frittata 

INGREDIENTS 

» 12 eggs »1 cup sundried tomatoes »2 ounces goat cheese 

»1 cup milk cut into small pieces » Thyme, oregano, salt and pepper to taste 

DIRECTIONS 

» Whisk eggs and milk together. 

» In medium, nonstick saute pan that is suitable for the oven, melt enough butter to coat 
the surface of pan using high heat. 

» Pour in eggs, sundried tomatoes and seasoning, and allow eggs to begin to cook without 
moving. Reduce heat to medium. 

» As eggs begin to cook, use a heat-resistant spatula to pull edges into the center. 

Tilt pan to allow any uncooked egg mix to fill in the space created around the edge. 

» Continue until all egg mix is cooked. 

» Place chunks of goat cheese on top of frittata and place in 350-degree oven to slightly melt 
and finish setting eggs.

Peach sangria 

Makes 4 drinks 

INGREDIENTS 

»1 bottle dry Spanish 
wine 

» 3 ounces brandy 
» 2 ounces contreau or 
triple sec 

»1 cup orange juice 
» 3 ounces peach puree 
» 2 ounces simple syrup 
»1 cup pineapple juice 

DIRECTIONS 

» Combine all 
ingredients in a bowl or 
Tupperware and dice 
fruit of your choice. 

» Let sit for 1 to 2 days 
to absorb flavors.

And more good 
news: “Most of the components can be made ahead so the host or hostess can relax the day of the party,” 
she said. Nice!

FILLING INGREDIENTS 


»2 packages firm tofu 
»2 poblano peppers, 
roasted and diced 

DIRECTIONS 

» Preheat oven to 400 degrees. 

» Peel sweet potatoes and dice into 
medium pieces, then toss with a few 
tablespoons of vegetable oil. Lightly 
salt and pepper potatoes. 

» Spread on baking sheet lined with 
parchment and roast until slightly 
browned and soft in the middle. 

Set aside to cool. 

» Prepare a medium sauce pot with 


»1 red bell pepper, 
roasted and diced 
» 2 sweet potatoes, 
roasted and diced 


»1 bunch of curly kale, 
chopped and blanched 
»2 packs of corn tortillas 


salty boiling water and have a bowl 
with ice water ready on the side.

» Taste for seasoning. This can be 
stored in fridge up to four days. 


FINAL DIRECTIONS

and saute until slightly crispy. Then add 
both peppers, sweet potatoes and kale 
until everything is heated. 

» Season with salt and pepper. Set aside 
and keep warm. 

» Heat corn tortillas, fill with tofu mixture 
and drizzle with pesto.

» Place beans and water in large pot and 
bring to boil.

» Raw, Store-bought » 6 to 7 slices » 4 eggs 

pizza dough prosciutto »y2 pound fresh

DIRECTIONS 

» Preheat oven to 450 degrees. 

» Place rolled-out pizza dough (roughly 10 inches) on corn- 
meal-dusted pizza peel if you will be baking it on a pizza stone. 
Otherwise, place the dough on a cornmeal-dusted sheet tray. 

» Spread tomato sauce on pizza dough and top with prosciutto, 
asparagus, cheese and finally raw eggs. 

» Bake until cheese is bubbly and crust is golden brown, 
about 


SIDE DISH Parmesan and rosemary egg cups 

INGREDIENTS 


»V2 cup extra virgin 
olive oil or melted 
butter 


»1 tablespoon rose- 
mary, minced 
»12 slices soft 
bread such as bri- 
oche or challah 


» 12 eggs 

w/zcup parmesan 
cheese, grated 
» Salt and pepper 
to taste 


DIRECTIONS 

» Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

»Trim crusts from bread and brush both sides with olive oil or 
melted butter. Cut bread slices diagonally. Press two pieces of 
prepared bread into ungreased 12-cup muffin tin. You will need to 
press bread into sides of tin, ensuring there is room for egg. 

» Crack egg into each prepared muffin cup and sprinkle with rose- 
mary, parmesan cheese and season with salt and pepper to taste. 
» Bake egg cups for 20 minutes until eggs are set or until they are 
cooked to desired doneness. Remove egg cups from pan by 
pulling out with two spoons. Serve immediately. 

» Special note: Young says these egg cups are even more 
delightful with the addition of roasted peppers, sundried 
tomatoes, sauteed mushrooms, sauteed spinach or your 
favorite cheese. Just add your desired garnish to the egg cups 
before you add the cracked egg.

Pump the Jam

If River North’s stock market-themed 
sports bar Bull & Bear has earned a 
reputation for anything since opening 
last winter, it’s novelty It is, after all, 
the home of the much-talked-about 
self-serve beer taps. 

So we shouldn’t have been surprised 
when, after ordering the mrx-and- 
match homemade “pop tarts” ($7 
for two) at the bar’s new Pajama Jam 
brunch— yes, PJs are encouraged— 
they arrived popping out of an actual 
toaster. It’s all to be expected from 
a bar that runs a clever ongoing mar- 
keting campaign involving the exploits 
of the house mascots: a cartoon bull 
and bear. 

As for those pop tarts, we suggest 
you start with at least one order. The 
flaky pastries are offered with different 
savory and sweet fillings each week. 

For our order, we tried the spinach- 
brie-sausage pop tarts, which tasted a 
bit like a breakfasty spanokopita, and 



the peach cobbler, a nutty, oo2y pocket 
topped with chocolate shavings. 

When it came to entrees, we were 
really excited about B&B’s take on the 
eggs Benedict, using Serrano ham and 
fried green tomatoes ($9), but we could 
barely find them under all of the chipo- 
tle hollandaise, which overwhelmed 
the other flavors. Other entrees 
include bananas Foster french toast, 
scrambled egg tacos with chorizo and 



cilantro cream ($9 each) and design- 
your-own omelets ($11). 

Cocktails are in keeping with the 
customized concept and include 
mimosas ($9, served in highball glasses 
instead of champagne flutes, left) made 
with your choice of juice (strawberry 
mango, guava, pear and more) and 
garnish. 

To jive with the theme, servers don 
pajamas (we didn’t spot many diners 


following suit) while TVs play ’80s car- 
toons to bring back fuzzy memories of 
Saturday mornings past. Until March 
Madness is over April 5, however, ex- 
pect to find the bar’s many TVs right- 
fully dominated by NCAA basketball 
and fellow brunchers poring over their 
shattered brackets.

Maybe a fling with 
his brother’s assistant, Florence 
(mumblecore staple Greta Gerwig), 
will cheer him up while he house- 
sits for his brother’s family 

The buzz: Writer-director Noah 
Baumbach’s last two movies were 
the overrated “The Squid and the 
Whale” and the painfully bitter 
“Margot at the Wedding.” Stiller ’s 
also on a cold streak, but he’s 
proven to be an interesting actor 
when a filmmaker, such as Neil 
LaBute and his “Your Friends and

No lights, no TV, no computer, no 
fridge, no radio? Uh ... no, thanks. Just 
the thought of life without electricity 
probably makes some of us wonder 
how it’s even possible. 

And we’re lucky— we have a con- 
stant flow of power, whereas in some 
parts of the world, electricity still is a

But, in a show of solidarity, mil- 
lions of people arotmd the globe will 
turn off the lights for Earth Hour on 
Saturday at 8:30 p.m. Organized by the 
World midlife Fund, the event— in its 
third year— asks the world to refuse 
power for an hour as a way of “casting 
a vote for climate change,” according 
to myearthhour.org. Last year, 80 mil- 
lion people in the U.S. and 4,000 cities 
worldwide participated, the site says. 

And you can have a little fun while 
you’re at it too. In Chicago, res- 
taurants and bars participate, with 

candlelit dinners and events. It’ll even be lights-out at Wilis 
Tower, Chicago Theatre and Navy Pier, among other local iconic 
buildings. Events also are being posted on Facebook and Twitter. 

The point is not to save electricity The point is to make a 
statement as a local community, as well as a global one, say- 
ing that we need to work together to reduce our effect on the 
planet. It should be said, though, that turning off the lights for a 
little while isn’t a statement unless we all follow through on our 
promise to do something about the increasing environmental 
problems. More important than Earth Hour are the other 
364 days a year. 

Try taking a few minutes of that hour Saturday to think of 
other ways that you can make a difference. It’s not always about 
the big things: Making an effort to turn off lights, use less water 
and drive a few miles fewer a week can have a huge effect— espe- 
cially when there’s participation on a global level like there is for 
Earth Hour.

Census workers reach homes 
by any means necessary

PORTLAND, Maine 

Census workers are 
using snowmobiles, 
airplanes, all-terrain 
vehicles— even lob- 
ster boats — to visit 
the most far-flung, 
hidden-away dwell- 
ings when counting 
the nation’s populace. 

Hand-delivering 
2010 census ques- 
tionnaires in the bush 
of Alaska, Maine’s 
North Woods and 
other isolated re- 
gions isn’t as simple 
as strolling up a front 
walk to a suburban 
home. To get to the 
more remote homes, 
census workers might 
fly over mountains 
or onto far-removed 
islands, four-wheel it 
through forests and 
contend with deep 
snow, bone-chilling 
temperatures and 
wildlife on the move. 


RARE FORMS 

In all, 10-question 
census forms are 
being delivered 
to 134 million 
residences in the 
U.S. and Puerto 
Rico. Census forms 
were mailed last 
week to 90 per- 
cent of the homes, 
about 120 million 
of them. Census 
workers are visit- 
ing the other 
10 percent in per- 
son to deliver the 
forms in areas that 
don’t have regular 
mail service or 
“city-style” ad- 
dresses to receive 
mail. But only two 
places-much of 
Alaska and Maine’s 
North Woods 
-have been 
designated by the 
Census Bureau as 
requiring special 
travel arrange- 
ments to reach 
remote locations.

it takes — all-terrain vehicle, snowmobile, 
cross-country skis or snowshoes— to get to 
those hard-to-get-to places. 

“Abu don’t now what you’re going to find,” 
said Danielle Forino, who will use her ATV to 
get to hunting, fishing and logging camps in 
the wilds of far northern Maine. 

One woman rode horseback to get to 
homes for the 2000 census, said Rick Theri- 
ault, manager of the Census Bureau’s Bangor 
office for this year’s census. In Alaska, dog 
sleds are used. 


“We do whatever it takes to get the job 
done,” Theriault said. 

Forino, who lives in Fort Kent, Maine, 
along the Canadian border, is a crew leader 
overseeing other census workers in northern 
Maine. 

Her workers will drive four-wheel-drive 
pickup trucks and Jeeps down dirt or gravel 
logging roads until they become impassable 
because of either snow or mud caused by the 
thaw, she said. At that point, they’ll get on 
snowmobiles or ATVs or put on snowshoes or 


skis to complete their work. 

Along Maine’s long ragged coastline, cen- 
sus workers have challenges beyond the 
wooded wilderness. They also have to check 
housing units on many of the state’s hundreds 
of islands. 

Workers will get to the 15 year-round island 
communities by ferry or airplane. To check 
out others where people have summer camps 
and homes, census takers have been known to 
hire local boat owners, including lobstermen, 
or even use canoes. 


Band tries to cash in with free monthly album

LOS ANGELES In an instrument-filled garage 
almost every day for the past year, musician 
John Wood has tried to find a new way to 
make a living. 

Wood and a bunch of other artists use the 
soundproofed space with an extra-high ceil- 
ing to create a new album every month. It’s 
a staggering feat when you consider it means 
recording a new song every three days. And 
then they essentially give it away for free. 

Wood is at the vanguard of how musicians 
are negotiating pay in a world overrun with 


free music online. He distributes his music to 
anyone who wants to download it, copy it or 
share it with other people. He then asks for 
donations or subscriptions to CDs that he 
sends in the mail. 

Many artists have tinkered with mostly or 
completely free online album releases, such 
as Radiohead and Trent Reznor’s Nine Inch 
Nails. They’ve instead aimed to make money 
on sales of souped-up deluxe CD sets or con- 
cert tickets. 

Wood’s album-a-month plan, along with a 
blog explaining his inspirations, is designed to 


spur interest and build loyalty among fans. He 
hopes that one day some real money can be 
made from it as well. 

“Obviously that would be a great side of it 
and that’s something we’re aiming towards,” 
Wood says, sitting by a mixing board sur- 
rounded by guitars and keyboards on a Friday 
afternoon. “To me, this whole project is really 
just about music and art and creativity” 

So far. Wood has gotten about 100 fans to 
donate anywhere from a penny to tens of dol- 
lars to the project. Some have paid $59 a year 
for a monthly CD in the mail.
